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Flemmich Webb meets comedian, author and 
human rights activist Mark Thomas, who walked the 
length of the barrier dividing Israel and Palestine

T here can’t be many other books about walking 
that feature a tank, a man on a donkey and a 
protestor atop a palm tree waving his national 
flag on the cover. But then, Mark Thomas’ latest book, 
Extreme Rambling, is not from the same tradition 
as Alfred Wainwright’s classic extolling the singular 
beauty of the Lake District. 

For his latest mission, the Clapham-born 
comedian/author/human rights activist decided to walk 
the length of the Barrier (currently 415km of a planned 
723km) Israel is building between itself and the West 
Bank, the eastern part of the Palestinian territories. 

This controversial concrete, mesh and razor wire barrier 
that divides Israelis and Palestinians was granted 
planning permission in 2002, a year before the height 
of the Second Palestinian Uprising when 25 suicide 
bombers claimed the lives of 142 Israelis. 
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The Israelis justify the barrier on the 
grounds of security - they call it a fence. 
The Palestinians complain it strangles 
economic growth and suspect it is part of 
a plan to ‘grab’ land from the West Bank 
for Jewish settlers - they call it a wall. 
Once completed, it will be about twice as 
long as the West Bank boundary (known 
as the Green Line) because it regularly 
snakes over it to ‘include’ additional land 
as part of Israel. In 2004, the International 
Court of Justice ruled the Barrier illegal. 

Into this hotbed of political tension 
strolls Mark Thomas, armed only with 
a walking pole and Kendal Mint Cake, 
accompanied by cameraman Phil 
Stebbing and a cast of guides and fixers. 

“It was just a notion that grabbed me 
- I like walking,” says Thomas, explaining 
his unusual choice of rambling route. 

“I find places like that fascinating. I was 
in Berlin just after the Wall came down 
and I was really interested in the idea that 
these two places had been divided, and 
in the differences between the people 
and the things they had in common.” 

For this reason he decided to walk on 
both sides of the Barrier to find out what 
both Israelis and Palestinians thought 
of it and how it affected their lives. 

Still, nothing prepared him for the 
experience. “I didn’t realise just how 
bloody awful it was. I didn’t appreciate 
the fallout from the Barrier, that there’s an 
economic destruction that comes with it, 
and the feeling people have of being 
trapped, like living in a prison or a zoo. 

“It’s only when you go there and see 
how it dominates the place that it strikes 
you how incredibly oppressive it is.” 

Starting from a farm on the Palestinian 
side, Thomas and Stebbing set off 
on an incident-packed journey, during 
which they meet everyone from 
extremists, Jewish settlers and politicians 
to children, people trying to go about 
their everyday lives and numerous 
officious checkpoint guards. 


There’s Dror Mordechai, an Israeli who 
lost his father to a suicide bomber; the 
Palestinian school children who, because 
of the Barrier, have to walk through a 
tunnel that drips with sewage when it 
rains to get to school; and Odeh 
Salameh, the Palestinian man whose 
home the Barrier’s boundary bisects and 
who was arrested for standing in the 
‘Israeli’ part of his house without a permit. 

It’s the latter example’s sort of absurdity 
that Thomas highlights throughout the 
book and, by doing so, chips away at the 
intellectual and religious building blocks 
that support the Barrier’s construction.

“One of the Israeli commanders we 
met said, ‘I wish the Barrier was all 
concrete instead of concrete and wire 
because then we wouldn’t be able 
to see each other’,” Thomas recalls. 
“That’s madness, the idea that you can 
just solve a problem by not looking at it, 
instead of addressing it.” 

While he comes across as more 
frustrated with the Israeli point of view, 
Thomas is keen to point out the book 
is “neither pro-Palestinian nor pro-Israeli 
but pro-justice”. You get the impression, 
though, that he enjoys rubbing officialdom 
up the wrong way (in this case, Israeli 
checkpoint guards) - indeed his career 
has been founded on such an approach. 

“When people tell me that I can’t do 
things, I think ‘no f*ck it, I want to do 
things’.” No surprise then, that he gets 
arrested six times on the walk. Though 
to be fair, it doesn’t take much. 

He obviously has an affinity with those 
on the margins - he’s been awarded a UN 
Global Human Rights Defender Award for 


his campaigning - and during the walk he 
found his connection to his roots in south 
London helped him sympathise with those 
who lost land because of the Barrier. 

“I strongly identify with south London 
and putting myself in an emotional map. 
It’s where you were born, places where 
you did things, places you identify with. 

It’s a really rich thing. I love that. 

“The Palestinians can’t get onto their 
land and their fathers’ land with all its 
olive trees. They revere these things; 
they’re not just peace symbols but 
symbols of continuity and economic 
activity because of olive oil. The land is 
really important because its family owned. 
It’s about community and nationality.” 

The ‘extreme’ part of the book is well 
covered, but there are also moments 
when the beauty of the landscape 
sweeps the harsh reality of the Barrier 
to one side. “It’s the most beautiful place 
- it’s amazing walking along a pastoral 
idyll right next to a military barrier,” says 
Thomas. “It’s an incredibly fertile land: 
Palestine could easily be self-sufficient. 
Everywhere you walk, there are orchards, 
olive trees and rolling hills.” 

But the ‘rambling’ was also taxing. 

“I missed my two children awfully. And 
every day was just physically knackering: 
getting up early to sort out the kit, 
arranging the fixers and the interviews, 
plotting the route, walking it and finally 
planning the next day. There were 
moments when I thought, ‘I can’t do this’.” 

But he did, and the result is a funny, 
poignant travelogue, underpinned by fine 
reporting, that leaves you with the chilling 
sense that the Barrier, as well as a 
physical structure, is a metaphor for the 
thin line that separates civilised society in 
general from a kind of collective madness. 
Not really Wainwright’s cup of tea at all.

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Once the shock of a front-wheel drive Land Rover wears off, there’s more 
to the Range Rover Evoque than meets the eye, finds Andy Enright 


H ands up if you remember the Land Rover 
LRX concept? First shown at the Detroit 
Auto Show in 2008, this Land Rover 
prototype was bold, beautiful and dismissed by many 
as something that would never see production. It’s 
the same with many show cars. They look great 
emerging from a design studio, but the practicalities 
of passing safety legislation and ‘productionising’ 
materials in terms of durability and cost often sees 
exciting designs become mundane. Land Rover 
has form here; the 2004 Range Stormer concept 
car morphing into the less 
striking Range Rover Sport. 

So it was to the sound of a 
thousand jaws hitting the floor 
that Land Rover’s Evoque was 
unveiled at the 2010 Paris show. It looked virtually 
identical to the LRX. A lower-key announcement 
some months later of a five-door model may well 
be more relevant to the majority of British buyers. 

In a move that’s bound to have traditionalists 
chewing through their Barbours, a front-wheel drive 
version of the Evoque five-door is likely to be the 
biggest seller. Land Rover is quick to point out the 
emissions and economy advantages of front-wheel 
drive. Most will never tackle anything more arduous 
than a gravel driveway, but such is the brilliance of 
the electronic control systems, it would take some 
extreme conditions to hold back the Evoque. 


There’s a decent selection of engines, the most 
popular likely to be one of 2.2-litre turbodiesel units 
(either 149 or 188bhp). A turbocharged 238bhp 
2.0-litre Si4 petrol engine combines direct fuel 
injection and twin variable valve timing and promises 
exceptional driveability and performance. 

“The 5-Door Range Rover Evoque has the same 
sporting character as the coupe,” says Murray 
Dietsch, Director of Land Rover Programmes. “We 
have focused on ensuring the car is agile and fun 
to drive so customers have a rewarding experience, 
even in day-to-day driving.” 

The Evoque is the start of a 
new era for Land Rover. While 
continuing to respect its famous 
heritage, the company has 
unburdened itself from the shackles of dogma and 
built a car the market demands. Dismiss it as a blingy 
plaything at your peril because underneath the glitzy 
styling sits engineering built on millions of miles of 
testing in some of the world’s harshest environments. 

While you shouldn’t get too excited about the five- 
door’s carrying capacity if you have a burgeoning 
family, for most other purposes it’s big enough. 

What’s more, it answers all the criticisms that have 
dogged road-going SUVs, being nimble, economical 
and light on emissions. Looking great usually means 
making compromises. Land Rover has chosen the 
Evoque’s compromises very cleverly indeed. 


DISMISS IT AS A BLINGY

variety. Last year we had nominations for

London Club of the Year 

“Not a month goes by without a new club 
opening, although we do struggle a bit with 
licensing laws in central London. Over the 
last year we have seen a real development 
in not just having a DJ, dancing and 
drinking, we’re seeing live entertainment 
like burlesque and circus activities.” 

London Member’s Club of the Year 

“This is a new category. Last year we 
linked all the clubs together, but it was 
difficult to judge a nightclub against 
member’s clubs. Crazy Bear won club of 
the year because it did well in the public 
vote and members loved the service. But 
we did find it difficult to judge alongside a 
venue like Cafe du Paris, which puts on a 
great club night, so we separated the two.” 

London Hotel of the Year 

“This is going to be tough this year. 

We have had five major new hotels 
open this year and a multi-million pound 
refurbishment of The Savoy. I don’t think 
we’ve always been the best, but over 
the last couple of years this has improved 
a great deal.”

like still having one’s teeth and surviving thus far into the year... 
all of which require the toast of the best. 

First dance goes to a reliable, dry-but-fruity (nudge, nudge) Saint- 
Mont Blanc, En La Tradition, 2008 (£7.99 from Nicolas). A snip when 
you consider the benefits of an authentic South West France vineyard 
that has pioneered the revival of ancient grapes. You get a fruity quince, 
lemon and grapefruit medley that delicately rouses the tongue yet 
is bold enough to satisfy-fab when chilled with steamed fish. 

Keep on dancing with this delightful Undurraga Brut blend 
of chardonnay and pinto noirfrom Maipo Valley in Chile - it is novel 
and well worth a punt! Hints of apple with a sneak of toasty toffee 
and apricot, producing a great fizz in the mouth. It’s nicely sweet but 
still refreshing in a Prosecco kinda way. And it’s great value at £9.99 
from Majestic (buy two and save 33%,). 

Or we can go old school with Chablis Premier Cru 2009, made 
by Jean-Marc Brocard with a chardonnay grape grown in Burgundy. 

It’s a glorious citrus wine with an unusually smooth classy texture 
- lemon, lime and simple sheer quality! £13.99 from Boss Man Wines. 

How about bowing out with a deluxe, highly reputable claret from 
Chateau Les Ormes de Pez Saint-Estephe 2001 ? Yes it’s 30 quid 
(online at www.winesociety.com), but why not? The grapes are a blend 
from the Bordeaux region (as Basil Faulty, sommelier extraordianaire, 
will testify - he “knows his Claret from his Bordeaux”); blackcurrant, 
plum and cedarwood. This really 
knocks your socks off - sooo 
velvety. The merlot softens it while 
vanilla notes from cabernet 
sauvignon smooth it for a long 
finish. It’s in its prime now. Even 
if you don’t like a red, you will love 
this, I promise! 

So to all converts and festive 
activists, enjoy the season!

Smoked trout fishcakes with lemon 
caper butter by Ceri Wade 


T rout came into season in March, 
so we were pleased to use it in 
a recipe for the starter at Keston 
Kitchen’s inaugural supperclub that same 
month. It was smoked especially for 
us by the wonderful, award-winning 
chef Jesse Dunford Wood on his rooftop 
in Notting Hill. 

We had some left over, so I used it to 
make these simple, delicious fishcakes, 
which are a perfect, light spring recipe 
- and also a good way of feeding a lot of 
people on a budget! But you don’t have 
to use trout, you can use any smoked 
fish. I also use pollock in the recipe, and 
again you can substitute this for any other 
sustainably-sourced white fish. Our local 
fishmonger, Moxons on Lordship Lane, is 
a fantastic shop with really knowledgeable 
staff - I’m sure they’d be happy to help. 

INGREDIENTS (SERVES 4-5) 

• 225 g smoked trout, flaked 
• 225 g pollock, flaked 


• 1 small onion, finely chopped 

• 1 garlic clove, finely chopped 

• 1 -2 tablespoons olive oil 

• 450g cold mashed potato 

• washed babyleaf spinach 

• 2-3 tablespoons chopped fresh 
herbs (parsley or dill) 

• 2 teaspoons of chopped capers 

• Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

• Seasoned flour 

• 1 egg, beaten 

• Dried white breadcrumbs 

FOR THE LEMON CAPER BUTTER 

• 2 teaspoons capers, drained and rinsed 

• 4 tablespoons butter 

• 1 small clove garlic, finely minced 

• 2 tablespoons lemon juice 

• 1 teaspoon lemon zest 

METHOD 

1. Soften the onion and garlic in the oil 
then add the spinach to the pan to wilt. 

2. Mix this in to the smoked trout, pollock, 


potato, herbs and seasoning to taste. 

3. Mix together well then mould into 
fishcakes with a spoon or using your 
hands. Coat well, first with the seasoned 
flour, then cover with egg and dip in the 
breadcrumbs. 

4. Put the fishcakes in the fridge 

for 30 minutes, or overnight to settle. 

5. Shallow fry in olive oil for 3-4 minutes 
on each side until golden brown. 

6. Serve the fishcakes with a green salad 
and the caper butter (see below). 

To make the lemon caper butter, chop 
the capers (if large) and then, in a small 
pan, melt the butter, add garlic, lemon 
juice, zest and capers. Simmer over 
a low heat for about 30 seconds, then 
remove from the heat.

L uigi’s Restaurant has achieved what few eateries manage 
to achieve these days - longevity. It has been on Gipsy Hill 
for almost 30 years, and during that time has chalked up 
accolades from the Michelin Guide, the Good Food Guide, South 
London Press, and now Living South. 

The place has recently undergone a makeover and is light, airy 
and traditional with a contemporary twist. It is romantic 
but also family friendly. Gennaro, the charming owner, ushers 
in guests with a genuinely warm welcome, and the chef, Abi 
Zidate, has 26 years’ experience in Italian and French cuisine. 

The menu has a distinctly Italian flavour, sporting a healthy 
choice of pasta, meat and fish dishes, and the extensive wine list 
represents vineyards from Italy, France, Spain, New Zealand 
and Australia. It was clear we were in for a treat. 

To start we enjoyed a melt-in-the-mouth calamari fritti 
and perfectly cooked asparagus wrapped in parma ham with 
hollandaise sauce. For mains, I tucked into the Pollastrino 
Piccante - baby chicken (crispy on the outside and succulent in 
the inside) with garlic and chilli in a rosemary and vermouth sauce. 
Delicious, with a little chilli kick. My friend sampled 
the Stinco D’Agmello - a slow-cooked and wonderfully tender 
lamb shank in garlic and rosemary sauce. Both were served with 
saute potatoes and seasonal vegetables - cooked al dente - and 
the portion sizes were just right. Those large-of-appetite might 
want to indulge in sides like fried courgette 
or saute mushrooms. 

Dessert is selected from the trolley - a tricky ploy to resist! 
Tiramisu is always a temptation when dining Italian, but we 
fell for the San-Honore gateau, a profiterole cake with cream 
coffee centre, followed by a liqueur coffee and a cappuccino.

Tanya Clarke swapped East Dulwich for 
Malawi to make a difference. Living South 
asks what’s on the agenda for 2011 



Hello Malawi! Tell us Tanya, how does a south London 
girl come to live in Malawi? 

Very easily! I finished university in 2006 and came to Malawi 
with my cousin’s project, The Great Football Giveaway, and just 
fell in love with the place and the people. The poverty was so 
raw that I was inspired to help in the education sphere. It’s also 
very beautiful and relaxed here, so it’s a great lifestyle. 

In 2007 Living South ran a piece on your first project, 

Build Malawi. Can you remind us about that project... 

The Build Malawi project involved constructing a primary school 
with classrooms, teachers’ housing, a borehole, solar pump, 
a library and a playground. The British High Commissioner to 
Malawi opened it officially in October 2008 and it now has over 
520 registered kids. I was eternally grateful to Living South, 
which helped us find donors that are still with us today. 

Why is Malawi struggling so much? 

Malawi faces many of the issues the rest of the continent faces 
- poor education, low literacy, high drop-out rates among 
schoolgirls and limited health provision, to name but a few. 

An average school has five teachers - not nearly enough 
to teach eight year groups - so we are helping with teacher 
training. Recently, the government has been trying to develop 
its industry and manufacturing base to be less dependent 
on donor money, but there are always limitations. 

And you’ve now formed your own charity, Expand? 

Yes, Expand aims to achieve real and sustainable education 
in Malawi by building infrastructure such as schools, libraries, 
community and IT centres, and facilitating training sessions 
to help Malawians earn an income. We work closely with 
government organisations, district and central governments 
and local chiefs - a vital contingent of operating in Africa. 


Why the focus on education? 

In our view, education is the key to everything - even issues 
such as health, food security and nutrition. If a Malawian knows 
how to grow a potato in barren land, or a mother knows how 
to treat a simple case of diarrhea in her child, then lives are 
saved. The Malawian government has recently recognised 
this and has put education at the top of its agenda. 

What’s on the agenda for 2011 ? 

Funds permitting, over the next five years in Chisala we hope to 
build a sports centre, IT and training centre, teachers’ houses 
and school block. We’re also starting a fund to support 
promising students through their education, and have already 
received a number of volunteers in fields from teaching English 
and IT to building work. This year we want to create a model 
project in IT-skills training and sports projects that we can take 
elsewhere - sport is so important for these communities, too. 

How can people reading this help? 

You’re welcome to come and join us if you are over 21 years 
old and have a skill to impart! We’re not an official volunteering 
organisation - we just facilitate a wonderful community to work 
with. We also appreciate any donations towards our projects. 

And finally, do you ever get homesick? 

Sure I do! But we’ve got some great projects on the go here 
and we’re kept pretty busy. We’re praying for the first cinema to 
come to the capital Lilongwe soon! I love my hometown though 
and feel privileged to have grown up there. I hope in a small 
way we can offer similar opportunities to kids in Malawi.

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You probably know him as Landscape Man, but 
to most he is Matthew Wilson. The gardener, writer, 
broadcaster - and West Dulwich resident - joins 
Living South to help you keep your garden in order 


A s this is my first column for the 
magazine, I guess I should start 
with an introduction and a hello! 
I’ve been gardening and designing 
professionally for 20 years now, with 10 
years at the Royal Horticultural Society. 

I am now also MD of London’s oldest 
garden business, Clifton Nurseries in 
Little Venice. Aside from the day job, 

I am a panellist on Radio 4’s long-running 
Gardeners’ Question Time, presenter 
of Channel 4’s Landscape Man, a writer 
of books on gardens and garden design, 
father of two-year-old twins and a cack- 
handed bedroom guitarist. 

So, if you feel - as you look out over 
tussocks of unmowed grass and weed- 
filled borders - that there is no time to 


garden, my circumstances should offer a 
little encouragement. Not least as we’re 
about to take on a new garden when we 
move house this month, but because the 
garden we’re ‘inheriting’ is typical of what 
Londoners contend with: a small patch 
of lawn, hemmed in by other houses, 
a few decent shrubs and small trees, 
some of it in the shade, some in sun. So, 
plenty to get stuck into, and a journey 
I hope you’ll enjoy sharing with me. 

But that’s for the future. What should 
we be getting up to in the garden now? 
Late spring is one of the highlights of the 
horticultural year, with plants growing 
quickly and everything green and vibrant, 
(which also means the lawn is out of 
control and weeds are gaining ground). 


Matthew’s mulching 
methodology 

• Before mulching, get your beds 
as weed free as possible. 

• Don’t mulch if the weather 
is very cold or very wet 

• There are lots of different 
types of mulch: spent mushroom 
compost, bark chip, garden 
compost, well rotted manure 
and so on. What’s the best one 
to use? The one you can get 
hold of locally and inexpensively 
in a form that’s easy to handle 
(especially if you have to carry 

it through the house, like me). 

• Be careful not to ‘drown’ your 
plants in mulch — if they are still 
fairly small, cover them with 

an upturned pot, otherwise 
make sure you keep the mulch 
a few centimetres away from 
the base of the plants. 


What you do now can have a real 
make-or-break impact, and there’s one 
thing that, above everything else, will help 
get your garden in shape - mulching. 

It may not be glamorous, but getting 
plenty of organic matter on your beds 
will improve the soil, suppress the weeds, 
feed your plants and set everything off 
to a tee. Not bad for a bit of brown stuff!
